The destruction by the Japanese of the Russ' an fleet, and 
practically the Russian naval power, may be said to be one of 
the most momentous events not merely in naval history, but in 
history of the world. 

Here is a nation which was opened to the civilized world 
only fifty years ago, has been organized after the plan of Western 
civilization for less than twenty-five years, only within ten years 
has had a navy of any considerable rank, that has by one blow 
put itself in the very forefront of the naval Powers of the world, 
after having previously demonstrated its superiority on land to 
the nominally greatest military Power of the world. 

This naval engagement in the Korean Straits therefore 
marks a radical change in the distribution of military strength 
and the military possibilities of the world. The complete victory 
of Japan in the war with Russia which it foreshadows will put 
Japan far up toward the head of the military Powers ; and be- 
fore this century ends it will hold first place beyond preadven- 
ture, if its development shall continue in anything like the ratio 
of the progress which it has made since its victory over China 



ten years ago. 



It is demonstrated that Japan is the military superior of 
Russia on both land and sea. Japan has won the war. Is there 
another European rower which would have done better than 
Russia, unless Great Britan, with its vast naval preponderance? 
When Japan has gone ahead in its development under the im- 
petus of present victory, ‘may not the time come, and in no dis- 
tant period when even Great Britan will be distanced? How 
about ourselves? 

The naval battle of Saturday and Sunday may change the 
whole course of civilization during the twentieth century.

A cablegram from St. Petersburg 
says the spirit of revolt is rife among 
the Russian troops in Manchuria, and 
that Gen. ‘Linevitch has wired the 
Czar that a continuation of the war 
under the circumstances is impossi- 
ble little hope for the Russians can be 
found in the latest dispatches regard- 
ing the naval battle. Only four of the 
vessels ;of Rojestvensky’s fleet are 
known to have reached Viadivostok, 
the crusier Almaz and the torpedo- 
boat destroyers Grozny, Bravi and 
Terosiathy. The full extent of the 
Russian casualities is not yet known. 
The Japanese losses, as reported from 
Tokio, are only three torpedo boats 
sunk, three officers killed and about 
200 men killed or disabled. It is 
definitely - known that Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky is captured. Interest 
now turns to the situation in Russia, 
as the result of the naval disaster. 
The Emperor, Wednesday, summoned 
to the palace at Tsarskoe-Selo all the 
members of the imperial family and 
later called into extraordinary coun- 
cil Admiral Alexieff and all his Minis- 
ters of State, and series of confer- 
ences took place. The result of these 
conferences is in doubt.

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Knows Who Shot Goebel. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer of Tuesday 
published the following telegram from 
San Francisco, Cal., and we give it to 
you in full without comment, letting 
you take it for what it is worth : 

“j v. Reed, who says he is a for- 
mer State Senator from Boyle county, 
Kentucky, who left that State with 
the fugitive Taylor following the mur- 
der of Governor Goebel, is now in this 
city. He is willing to return and 
stand trial if the authorities want him 
but he stipulates that it must be in 
some other state than Kentucky 
where he thinks he cannot get a fair 
trial. Reed submitted to an inter- 
view to-day. 

“He said: ‘I have been in corres- 

pondence with Taylor, whp is still in 
Indianapolis. I received a letter 
from him yesterday, and we have de- 
cided that we will return and submit 
to trial before any Federal Court out- 
side of Kentucky. We will not re- 
turn to that State and submit to trial 
bv State Courts. As a matter of fact, 

I believe that it is hoped by many 
that we will not return there, and our 
belief that we will not get justice there 
is only one reason for our not return- 
ing. 

“ ‘If we should be taken .back to 
Kentucky for trial the worst riot or 
insurrection in the history of the 
state would be the result. We have 
secured Governor Black, of New York; 
ex-Governor Yates, of Illinois, and 
Joe Blackburn, of Kentucky, to aid in 
our defense, and are prepared to go 
before any Federal tribunal without 
the confines of Kentucky, prefera- 
bly Ohio. 

“ ‘Not only am I ready to stand 
trial, but I am ready to give my evi- 
dence. It seems to be accepted as a 
fact that the shot that killed Goebel 
was fired from the office of the Secre- 
tary of State in the Statehouse. This 
is wrong. I was in the office of the 
Secretary of State at the time Goebel j 
was shot on the Statehouse grounds, 
and I know that the shot was not 
fired from there. Yes, I know who 
fired the shot, but I will name him 
only on the witness stand. 

“ ‘The men who have been con- 
victed of conspiracy in the death of 
Goebel, some of whom are now serv- 
ing life sentences, are as innocent of 
that crime as babes. I know what I 
am talking about. When the proper 
* time comes I will tell what I know. 
The two indictments against me were 
returned for the sole purpose of keep- 
ing me out of the state, and it would 
have been absurd for me to return 
and stand trial in State Courts, con- 
trolled as they were by the Goebel 
faction. 

“ ‘Now we have reasonable assur- 
ance from the Secret Service people 
that our case may be taken up by the 
United States, and we are therefore 
ready and willing to stand trial. All 
we want is a fair and impartial trial, 
and we have no fears as to the re- 
sult.’ 

“Reed was traveling incognito.”

Togo's Longest Speech. 

Just before sailing to meet the 
enemy Admiral Togo and the officers 
of his command were feasted on shore. 
After they had said farewell to their 
wives and children and gone to their 
places on the ships Togo summoned 
them to his flagship. 

They fbund him sitting on deck. 
Before him, on a little table, stood a 
tablet of pure white wood supporting 
a dagger — the hara-kara knife of the 
Samurai. This is the outfit placed 
before a Japanese gentleman when he 
commits ceremonial suicide. It meant 
only one thing to the officers, victory 
or death, honor or suicide. But to 
back it up Togo made one of the 
longest speeches of his silent life. 

“Gentlemen,” he said in effect, 
“the feast at which you honored me 
your presence was the parting feast. 
Never could the sailors of Nippon have 
feasted among their wives and chil- 
dren except for a farewell. We sail 
to-night to attack the enemy. Go on 
that voyage with the idea that you 
will not return. Be ready to weigh 
anchor at the signal. Good day.” 
The officers saluted, bowed Japanese 
fashion and returned to their posts.. 

Togo has kept them to the “code of 
the three and a half inch knife.” 
From time to time, through the secrecy 
which has surrounded the Japanese 
naval movements, has leaked out 
some tale of this or that office* who 
has failed in his duty or has preferred 
safety to death. The stories always 
end in one way — a ceremonial self-re- 
moval. 

The Pope Expreses Deepest Sorrow. 

His Holiness the Pope expressed 
deepest sorrow over the news of the 
great naval battle. He said : 

“My heart bleeds for the many sons 
of humanity who died in this most 
horrible contest. I pray that I may 
live to see an era of universal peace, 
when there shall be no more combats, 
which send so many thousand of 
human beings to their Maker with the 
passion of deadly hatred in their 
hearts.”

It 
is believed that Mr. Alexander died 
from a stroke of paralysis, brought on 
by grief for his dead wife.
